Savannah, Ga.. Feb. 27.—Last night 
was the most exciting night in the his­ 
tory of Savannah. For Ave hours the 
?ity trembled on the verge of religious 
riots. The entire military force of the 
lity, except the artillery, was on duty. 
There are ten infantry companies and 
the Georgia Hussars, the latter being 
dismounted. A mob estimated at from 
3,000 to 5,000, the greater part being 
Catholics, challenged their forbearance 
*.o the extreme. 
Bayonet charges were 
made several times to clear the streets, 
but the mob, which had gathered about 
Masonic temple, one of the prominent 
buildings of the city and situated in 
the heart of Savannah, stubbornly re­ 
fused to retire. 
For three days the city had been lib­ 
erally placarded with notices that ex- 
Priest Slattery and his wife, described 
as an ex-nun, would lecture here on 
som e so rt of p latfo rm o r d eclaratio n . 
The net resu lt h as been th e d ra ft of a Catholicism. 
Petitions were circulat-

you the exact condition of the fire 
service, so far as it pertains to the 
protection furnished by this company. 
During the severe cold w eather the 
company has been constantly on the 
w atch to see th a t everything in its 
power was done to keep the fire pro­ 
tection for the city as perfect as possi­ 
ble. 
A careful inspection of all the hy­ 
drants has been made, and as far as 
the company know, a t the present 
time, every hydrant is ready for use 
except one hydrant a t corner North 
and Gold streets and one a t corner 
Carrington and Wheeler streets. 
On the inspection seventeen hydrants 
were found to require extra force to 
open the valve or the use of steam to 
sta rt the frost th a t bad gathered 
around the valve. 
The latter course 
was adopted in order to avoid the dan­ 
ger of breaking the valve by use of 
too much force. 
More than likely 
many 
hydrants 
could 
have been 
started by a little more force. 
Only seven hydrants were found to 
be frozen, located as follows, viz: 
Gold and North streets, Glen street 
and Fifth avenue, Franklin and School 
streets, 
Carrington 
and 
Wheeler 
streets, Garfield and Roger avenues, 
Forest Park Boulevard 
and Roger 
avenue. 
The last four above mentioned were 
connected w ith a frozen main. 
As 
these hydrants have been thaw ed out 
and are ready for use except the two 
above mentioned. 
Not a main th a t supplies w ater to 
the fire hydrants is frozen a t this time 
except the one on Carrington street 
and only one hydrant is supplied by 
this main. 
This company acknowledges the as­ 
sistance you have rendered in making 
inspections, etc., and assures you th at 
it will spare no time or expense in se­ 
curing and m aintaining the service 
the city is entitled to. 
Future 
Danger Unknown. 
M anager Clark being present, was 
asked in regard to future danger from 
frost, and replied th a t while in bis 
opinion everything except w hat had 
been noted was til right at present,he 
could not ssy as to the future. 
Alderman Child stated th a t if he 
could be assured all 
danger 
was 
passed, he would not, a t this time, fa­ 
vor the purchase of a chemical engine, 
but if the danger was not over, the 
council 
should 
carefully 
con- 
sider 
the 
m atter, 
and on 
his 
motion the m atter was referred to 
to the fire and w ater committee, which 
committee retired 
to consider the 
m atter. 
In a few minutes the com­ 
m ittee return* I and said they had con­ 
sidered the conditions, and moved th at 
the whole m atter be placed 
in the 
hands of the fire aud water comimttee 
with authority to act, Alderman Child 
rem arking th a t by this he m eant to 
give the committee authority to bor­ 
row or purchase a chemical engine in 
case it was deemed advisable. 
On motion of Alderman Baines the 
council adjourned until next Monday 
evening for the purpose of considering 
the ordinance in relation,to the “ uni­ 
form charter” law.

Sundays 
have elapsed 
since I became one of your num ber of 
which there have been two th at I have 
not served you, and the Sundays th at 
I have had eight or ten helping me 
serve you have been many.
